In the group of numbers from 1 
to 9,999, there was on Increase of 
101 in reassignments, even though 
there was no personal notification 
sent to the persons holding them, 
Secretory Carpentier said. He 
added, however, that the increase is 
balanced somewhat by a decrease a 
year ago, when holders of some in

The clincs will be a tangible 
demonstration of our belief that 
mental health services should be 
readily available to all of the people 
of the State of Illinois who need 
them. In dividing the state into 
zones and designating the best lo- 
cation for these clinics, Illinois has 
radically departed from older meth- 
ods of isolated custodial-type insti- 
tutions. 

Today we are seeing the first 
signs of an enlightened program to 
serve communities — a program that 
should catapult Illinois into na- 
tional leadership in this field. 

Many have contributed to this 
progress. Those who voted for this 
bond issue have given the state the 
investment capital to construct com- 
munity clinics in Chicago, Spring- 
field, Peoria, Rockford and Decatur, 
with a children's branch of the 
Decatur center near, the University 
of niinois' excellent facilities at 
Urbana. 

The communities throughout Illi- 
nois who actively sought a clinic 
supply overwhelming evidence of 
sincere grass roots interest Bro- 
chures filling two large boxes are 



indicative of this interest. More- 
over, offers of sites and police and 
fire protection by community groups 
constituted one of the most enthus- 
iastic outpourings of genuine civic 
interest that I have ever witnessed. 

Yet, there were many hard reali- 
ties we had to consider: limited 
funds, geography, population den- 
sity, accessibility, hospital facilities, 
institutions of higher learning and 
most important, attracting the nec- 
essary psychiatric specialists to 
staff these clinics. We consider the 
final selections the only logically 
possible sites to begin this important 
new concept. ' 

. Briefly, the centers will be di- 
vided into six categories, three for 
adults and three for children, with 
a total of from 280 to 300 beds. 
The adult services include approxi- 
mately 160 beds for all types of 
mental illness; 20 beds and a well- 
developed out-patient center for 
alcoholism; another 20 beds and 
some out-patient treatment for 
geriatrics. 

Children's services will include 
40 or so beds for diagnosis and the 
intensive treatment, of mental re- 
tardation; 20 beds and extensive 
out-patient service for emotionally 
disturbed, pre-psychotic and psy- 
chotic children; and out-patient 
facilities for children's services gen- 
erally. Next week I will describe 
in more detail our overall plans for 
children's services. 



the American past, a prime exam- 
ple of same being the nefarious 
Simon Girty, 

The literate among you will im- 
mediately recall Simon Girty as a 
member of the jury called forth 
from hell by the Devil, in Stephen 
Vincent Benet's classic short story, 
"The Devil and Daniel Webster." 

Just who was Simon Girty? 
"Simon Girty was by nature a 
leader; by acquirements an inhuman 
monster; by birth an Irish-Ameri- 
can; by habit a savage." Before 
the end of his life the- name-Simon 
Girty was to stand as a synonym 
for terror. 

The son of a man who made his 
living hy the notorious means of 
selling guns and liquor to the In- 
dians, Simon Girty naturally started 
out life on the wrong foot. When 
still a mere lad — no taller than a 
good-sized birch switch — Simon 
Girty was taken into captivity by 
a band of Indians. Later rescued, 
he eventually grew to manhood and 
joined in the American fight for 
freedom, the Revolutionary War. 
On the British side! He was a 
traitor. 

The main stuff of Girty's villainy 
at this time consisted of circulating 
false and malicious stories among 
the Indians, causing them to attack 
the Americans. During the re- 
mainder of, the War he occupied 
himself with such diversions as: 
engaging in massacres, "scalping 
crusades, and savage battles." 

And then, in the midst of this 
madness reminiscent of the milder 
mpqds of Gilles des Rais, love came 
to Simon Girty. She was a young 
lady who had been captured by the 
Indians — those dang Redskins again 
—whose beauty was such that she 
charmed even her captors. Girty, 
finding that the girl's mother was 
in Detroit, determined to rescue the 
eighteen-year old beauty and spirit 
her back to her mother, thus hop- 
ing to win the 'favor of both mother 
and daughter. This illustrates the 
old adage: The way to a girl's heart 
is through her mother. 

As a reward for his services, 
Simon Girty asked for the hand of 
Catherine Malott, the lass in ques- 
tion. Though the young lady was 
in full agreement with this idea, 
Mrs. Malott; In the tradition of 
American courtship still prevalent, 
wanted her daughter to remain at 
home. But Girty prevailed, and 
Catherine Malott became Mrs. 
Simon Girty, a situation which she 
lived to regret 

Simon drank as though each day 
were a Lost Weekend and this, of 
course, eventually caused a rupture 
in their marital relations. Mrs. 
Girty took the kids and went back 
to Detroit and mother, while Simon 
resumed his notorious career. 

So at the turn of the century 
(circa 1800) Simon Girty was once 
again leading bands of Indians in 
raids on Innocent settlers, scalping 
fur-trappers, and in general, ter- 
rorizing the West. So the five-foot 
ten-inch bundle of pervesalon la- 
belled Simon Girty secured for 
himself a lasting place in the tra- 
dition of great American sybaritic 
renegades.

Sixth. Fred Fox died leaving ho 
wife, children or grandchildren. 
Under Illinois low, Fred's entire es- 
tate will be divided in equal shares 
among his parents, brothers and 
sisters. If any pf his brothers or 
sisters are dead, their children will 
divide their parents* shore. If only 
one parent survives, that parent will 
take a double portion. \ 

Seventh. George Gale died leav- 
ing no wife, children or' grandchil- 
dren, parents, brothers, \ grandpar- 
ents, great-grand parents^ brothers 
sisters or children of any brothers 
or sisters surviving him. The law 
provides that George's estate will be 
shared by his nearest kindred. If 
George Is survived by one uncle, 
and several children of another de- 
ceased uncle, the . surviving uncle 
will receive George's entire estate 
because he is the nearest kindred to 
George.' In this way the laws of 
descent and distribution may reach 
out to distant relatives to provide 
for the distribution of George's 
property. If no kindred of George 
are found, his property goes! to the 
county. 

Will Needed to Change 
Except for statutory provisions 
which give to a surviving spouse 
certain interests In the real estate 
that his deceased spouse owned dur- 
ing their marriage, these seven ex- 
amples generally sum up Illinois' 
law regarding disposition of prop- 
erty in case the deceased person 
leaves no statement of his desires 
in a valid will. And so, if you have 
no will, you have just read how the 
State of Ilinois will distribute your 
property for you. If this disposi- 
tion is not in accord with your 
wishes, you must make a will to 
prevent it.

Wiirthe flowering [perennials live 
over, iwinter without special care? 
The "answer to this question cannot 
be answered with either a yes or a 
no, according to Lee Smith, County 
Horticultural Agent f of Kenosha 
County. First of all, some plants 
are i hardy to this [ area— some j I are 
not. i Second, a lot depends ion the 
amount of snow and temperature 
variation we have during; the win- 
ter; and thirdly, .a plant that, is 
strong and healthy will live over 
winter better than a": weak, dis- 
eased one. ft-ftj-f 

For the purpose of winter protec- 
tion, Smith divides the perennials 
into five groups. The first is that 
large group of hardy herbaceous 
perennials and bulbs such as peon- 
ies, Shasta daisies, and flowering 
bulbs. A good share of the time 
these plants would not be harmed 
greatly without care. There are 
times, however, when a light 2-3 
inch mulch will make the difference 
between having weak or strong 
plants! next spring.' \\\\ I 

These mulches are applied after 
the ground has. frozen. Mulches 
prevent alternating freezing and 
thawing in the spring which is 
harmful to the plants; 

The second group is composed of 
those biennials and perennials that 
keep their leaves green over winter. 
Examples of this group are Oriental 
Poppies, Madonna Lily, Foxgloove

If a 
fine material is used. Evergreen 
boughs with straw on top can be 
used, but it is better to put a berry 
box or build a teepee of shingles 
over the plant. The leaves can be 
held off the ground by putting a 
collar of excelsior under them be- 
fore putting the box over the plant 
A loose mulch is then put over the 
boy. 

The third group is the brdad-leaf 
evergreens such as creeping euony- 
mus. A mulch on these plants may 
kill them. No protection is needed 
if there are some surrounding plants 
that will shield them from wind and 
sun. 

The newly planted shade trees 
make up the fourth group. The 
winter sun may kill the growing 
area under the bark.

Recipient Roll 
Tapers Off 

, Springfield, 111., Nov. 15— Overall 
recipient rolls in September re- 
versed the upward trend by drop- 
ping to 424,203 recipients or 1,800 
less than the August count of 425,- 
981 persons. The number of re- 
cipients, however, was still 15 per 
cent higher than September I9Q0, 
when the rolls held 368,001 persons, 
Peter W. Cahill, executive secretary ■ 
of the Illinois Public Aid Commis- . 
sion, reported today. 

Overall September costs paral- 
leled the drop, falling to $21,253,352 
from August costs of $21,450,918. 
In September 1000 the cost was 
$18,700,031. 

General Assistance declined 
sharply, reflecting improvement in 
the economy in some sections of the . 
state and also transfer of families 
with unemployed parents to the fed- 
erally-aided program of Aid to De- 
pendent Children. The September ! 
recipient rolls totaled 116,094 per- 
sons while the August count was 
125,305 persons. In September 
1060 the rolls held 120,804 persons. 
The September 1861 cost amounted 
to $5,323,800, a notable drop from 
the August cost of $5,644,296. In 
September 1960 the cost was $5,262,- 
678. September's average of $45.86 
per person compares with the Au- 
gust average of $45.04 and the Sep- 
tember 1960 average of $43.50. 

The number of persons receiving 
assistance and amount of assistance 
payments for aid to dependent chil- 
dren, blind assistance, disability as- 
sistance! general assistance and old 
age assistance in Lake county is: 845 
dependent children at $31,222; 21 
blind persons at $1,369; 52 disabled 
persons at $3,490; 700 receiving gen- 
eral assistance at $34,187.80 and 499 
old age assistance persons at $33,225.

Clark, in initiating the investi- 
gation, mailed to all of the County 
Superintendents of Schools and 
School Administrators in Illinois a 
letter, explaining, the purpose* of 
the investigation and a question- 
naire calling for listing of details of 
bleacher purchases made from Jan, 
1, 1954,. to dote. 

The investigation, to be under the 
joint direction of Special Assistant 
Attorney General Lee A. Freeman 
of Chicago and Special Assistant 
Attorney General John L. Knuppel 
of Petersburg, follows on the heels 
of the recent indictment of the prin- 
cipal manufacturers and suppliers 
of folding gymnasium bleachers. 
The criminal proceedings against 
these persons, Clark said, were ter- 



minated fby i pleas; of no contest while 
a federal i civil action, against them 
Is ; ; still pending. 'Under federal 
antitrust I laws, ^Clark^s -letter i [ex- 
plained, 'Injuries sustained by pur- 
chasing school districts or other 
agencies resulting from this price- 
fixing conspiracy may be recovered 
as treble damages. . 

As the {amount to be recovered by 
any school or agency would be com- 
paratively small, Clark informed 
the educators, such suits could not 
be tried individually because of the 
expenses involved. Therefore, 
Clark said, the interests of all dis- 
tricts will be coordinated, with all 
recoveries of damages to Inure to 
the districts whose; purchases are
